Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  for  the  Island  during  1942. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  the  conditions  were  very  hard, 
and  there  was  much  sickness  and  a very  high  death  rate.  After  this  circum- 
stances improved  somewhat  as  compared  with  the  end  of  1941. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  and  so  far,  during  the 
Occupation,  we  must  count  ourselves  very  fortunate. 

The  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  referred  to  in  1941  became  consider- 
ably worse,  and  the  verminous  state  of  the  German  troops  and  Foreign  Labourers 
entering  the  Island  continued. 

When  representations  were  made  to  the  German  Authorities  in  1941,  on  the 
necessity  of  delousing  all  persons  before  embarkation  at  the  French  ports,  they 
stated  then  that  this  was  not  possible,  .but  that  measures  would  be  taken  for 
delousing  after  arrival  in  the  Island.  Little  appears  to  have  been  done. 

I believe  there  have  been  some  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  Diphtheria  among 
the  foreign  troops  and  labourers,  but  I have  no  exact  information,  as  the  Germans 
do  not  communicate  any  information  as  to  infectious  disease  amongst  the  troops 
and  labourers  to  the  Civil  Authorities. 

As  this  information  is  necessary  for  the  control  of  infectious  disease  among 
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the  civil  population,  it  is  very  extraordinary  that  it  is  withheld,  for  disease  occur- 
ing  amongst  the  civilian  population  is  likely  to  spread  back  to  the  German  troops 
and  foreign  labourers. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  considerably  higher  than  in  1941,  and  un- 
doubtedly reflects  the  very  hard  conditions  of  the  earlier  part  of  the  year. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  there  was  a large  increase  in  Venereal  Disease,  and 
the  importation  and  letting  loose  in  the  Island  of  numerous  ladies  of  promiscuous 
habits,  did  not  tend  to  mitigate  this. 

To  try  to  combat  the  increase  in  Venereal  Disease,  an  Ordinance  was  passed 
by  the  Royal  Court  making  these  diseases  notifiable,  and  treatment  compulsory. 

It  may  be  noted  here,  that  as  a consequence  of  these  powers,  all  patients  at 
the  Board  of  Health  Clinic  completed  their  courses  of  treatment. 

Finally,  I think  that  if  we  reflect,  we  should  be  thankful  that  nearly  half  the 
population  evacuated  before  the  German  Occupation. 

If  this  had  not  taken  place,  what  would  have  been  the  position  in  regard  to 
housing,  overcrowding,  nutrition,  hospital  accommodation,  infestation  with 
vermin  and  infectious  disease!

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POPULATION. 

Allowing  for  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  250,  and  the  evacuation  of 
825  persons  at  the  end  of  September,  the  average  population  for  the  year  is 
estimated  at  23,561,  and  the  population  at  the  end  of  the  ycat  at  22,813* 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  262  live  births,  males  144?  females  1 18,  a rate  of  1 i.i  pet  1,000,  as 
compared  with  10.1  for  1941. 

Still  births  numbered  8,  and  illegitimate  births  were  47,  a rate  of  17.9  per 
cent  of  live  births,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  5.8  per  cent  for  1941. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  525  deaths,  274  males  and  251  females,  a rate  of  22.3  per  1,000. 

This  compares  with  rates  of  16.6  per  1,000  for  1941,  and  14.8  per  1,000  for 
1940  (second  six  months). 

The  monthly  death  rates  during  the  Occupation  are  given  below  ; no  useful 
comparison  can  be  made  with  pre-occupation  rates,  owing  to  the  evacuation  and 
consequent  alteration  in  the  age  distribution.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  giving  a rate  of  3.8  per  1,000  live  births. 

This  is  the  first  maternal  death  since  1939,  when  there  was  also  one  death 
only. 

Under  the  Ordonnance  “Ayant  rapport  aux  Sages  Femmes  ”,  medical  aid 
was  sought  by  midwives  in  44  cases.

No  disciplinary  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  10  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a rate  of  38.1  per  1,000 
live  births. 

Although  higher  than  in  1941,  the  rate  is  still  exceptionally  low. 
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CANCER. 

There  were  65  deaths  from  Cancer,  giving  a rate  of  2.7  per  1,000,  the  same 
as  in  1941. 

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  97  marriages,  a rate  of  4.1  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  1941  was  3.1 
per  1,000. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  23  deaths  from  Tuberculosis:  Pulmonary  21,  non-pulmonary  2, 
a rate  of  0.98,  0.90  and  0.08  per  1,000  respectively. 

There  were  32  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  above  death  rates,  although  slightly  smaller  than  last  year,  are  still  very 
much  higher  than  in  the  years  preceding  the  Occupation,  although,  as  pointed 
out  previously,  the  present  age  distribution  of  the  population  favours  low  rates. 

The  pulmonary  rates  per  1,000  for  the  last  five  years  are  as  follows:  — 
19^8,  0.35  ; 1939,  0.62  ; 1940  (first  six  months),  0.46  ; 1940  (second  six  months), 
0.84  ; 1941,  1.0  ; 1942,  0.90. 

These  figures  give  an  average  rate  for  the  two  and  a half  years  before-  the 
Occupation  of  0.47  per  1,000,  and  for  the  two  and  a half  years  dunng  the 
Occupation  a rate  of  0.91  per  1,000,  a rate  practically  twice  the  former.  I have 
previously  reported  that  Tuberculosis  is  a disease  of  slow  development,  so  that 
the  full  effects  of  the  present  living  conditions  will  not  be  likely  to  he  manifest 

as  yet.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Diphtheria,  two  of  Scarletina,  one  of  Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis,  and  two  of  Puerperal  Sepsis.  There  were  again  a large  number  of 
cases  of  Diarrhoea  both  in  this  Island  and  in  Jersey,  hut  few  appear  to  have  been 

caused  by  a specific  organism. 

An  outbreak  in  the  Autumn  of  a number  of  cases  of  very  severe  septic  throat 

was  noteworthy.  _ , 

In  these  patients  there  was  acute  inflammation  of  the  throat,  followed  by  the 

rapid  formation  of  very  large  sloughs  ; in  some  cases  this  was  accompanied  by 

cervical  cellulitis  and  palatal  paresis  followed  in  three  cases.  ^ 

Bacteriological  findings  were  indefinite  ; in  no  one  case  were  Klebs-Lofner 
bacilli  or  the  fusiform  bacillus  of  Vincent’s  Angina  found,  and  no  other  organisms 
were  constantly  present.  Treatment  by  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  had  no  apparent 

effect  on  the  course  of  the  cases. 

Three  of  these  cases  died  from  Toxaemia  ; one  within  48  hours  of  admission  to 

Hospital.

NUTRITION. 

In  my  report  for  1941,  I wrote  on  the  position  in  that  year  in  regard  to  food 
and  nutrition. 

In  the  first  months  of  1942,  until  the  early  potato  crop  of  May  of  that  year 
was  available,  the  food  shortage  became  far  more  acute  than  in  1 94 1 ? and  them 
is  no  doubt  that  a large  part  of  the  population  were  on  diets  having  calorific 
values  below  the  subsistence  level. 

Although  the  great  majority  managed  to  pull  through  these  critical  months, 
a large  number  of  the  older  people  were  unable  to  withstand  the  privations  due 
to  insufficient  nourishment,  unusually  severe  climatic  conditions  and  lack  of  fuel ; 
the  death  returns  for  these  months  bear  witness  to  this. 

With  the  coming  of  the  potato  crop  the  situation  was  greatly  eased,  and  a 
ration  of  five  pounds  per  head  per  week  was  allowed.  1 he  situation  with  regard 
to  the  other  rationed  foods  was  similar  to  that  in  1941,  whilst  the  vegetable  crops 
later  in  the  year  were  plentiful.  There  was  also  more  fish  than  in  1941. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  on  the  whole,  nutrition  was  at  a higher  level  in  the 
autumn  of  1942  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1941,  which,  I think,  may 
he  partly  explained  by  larger  supplies  of  fish  and  potatoes,  and  the  better  use  of 
the  foodstuffs  available. 

As  in  1941,  there  have  been  large  numbers  of  cases  of  diarrhoea,  and  of  the 
other  deficiency  diseases  noted  in  my  annual  report  for  that  year,  including  some 
cases  of  protein  oedema.  The  number  of  these  cases  diminished  in  the  summer, 
hut  numerous  cases  of  chilblains  and  other  conditions  due  to  defective  circula- 
tion persisted  throughout  the  year. 

The  great  majority  of  the  cases  of  diarrhoea  again  seem  to  have  been  due  to 
dietetic  causes  and  only  a few  to  infections. 

The  undue  prevalence  of  deaths  from  intestinal  obstruction  and  strangulated 
hernia,  noted  in  1941,  has  again  occurred  in  1942  ; there  were  eleven  deaths  from 
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intestinal  obstruction  and  four  deaths  from  strangulated  hernia,  or  over  ten  times 
what  would  have  been  expected  from  the  number  of  deaths  from  these  causes 
in  the  five  years  previous  to  the  Occupation. 

INSPECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

Inspections  of  houses  have  been  continued,  and  sanitary  and  other  defects 
remedied  as  far  as  possible. 

The  special  staff  of  three  Sanitary  Assistants  have  carried  out  the  cleansing 
of  a large  number  of  filthy  and  verminous  houses. 

Full  details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Both  the  quantity  and  quality  has  been  maintained  as  well  as  can  be 
expected  under  the  existing  circumstances. 

Three  prosecutions  were  taken  for  adulteration,  fines  of  /20,  £5,  and  £2 
being  imposed. 

Continual  inspection  of  the  milk  depots  has  been  maintained,  with  also 
numerous  inspections  of  farms  and  milk  retailers.  Large  numbers  of  samples, 
have  been  taken  for  analyses. 

Full  details  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

By  filtration  and  chlorination,  the  States  Water  Board  supply  has  been  kept 
reasonably  safe,  in  spite  of  being  continually  subject  to  pollution  owing  to  the 
present  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Island. 

This  cannot  be  said  of  the  wells,  which  undoubtedly  have  been  widely  con- 
taminated. 

SANITATION. 

I referred  in  my  report  for  1941  to  the  appalling  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Island  in  that  year.  The  conditions  became  progressively  worse  in  1942.  The 
Germans  made  little  attempt  to  deal  with  it  themselves,  and  will  not  allow  any- 
one else  to  deal  with  it.

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I have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  annual  report,  which  is  the  fifth  on  the 

work  done  at  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic. 

As  you  will  see  by  the  appendix,  the  work  has  increased  from  104  male  an 

278  female  attendances  in  1941,  to  216  male  and  3,478  female  attendances  m 1942. 

The  work  of  the  Clinic  this  year  has  been  divided  into  three  sections  ; 
(1)  Male  local  civilians  ; (2)  Female  local  civilians  ; (3)  examination  of  foreign 
and  local  female  employees  of  the  Organisation  Todt. 


Male  Section. 

This  shows  a slight  increase  on  last  year’s  figures,  there  being 


12  new  cases. 


(2)  Female  Section. 

(a)  Local  civilians.  New  patients  have  increased  by  350  per  cent  on  last 
year’s  figures,  and  attendances  have  risen  from  278  to  2,478,  which 
shows  for  itself  the  enormous  increase  in  work  done  at  the  Clinic. 

(b)  Examination  of  local  and  foreign  employees  of  the  Organisation  Todt. 
The  examination  of  127  Guernsey  and  French  women  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  who  were  working  for  the  Organisation  Todt,  put  an  added 
strain  on  our  limited  accommodation.  I his  department  now  deals  with 
the  certifying  of  these  women  as  being  free  from  infectious  diseases  and 
from  vermin  before  being  allowed  to  work  for  the  above  Organisation.

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MILK  AND  OTHER  ANALYSES. 

A large  number  of  milk  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  the  fact 
that  an  additional  Assistant  Inspector  has  been  added  to  the  stall  has  enabled  us 
to  give  more  time  to  this  important  section  ol  0111  work.  As  in  194b  the  chief 
trouble  in  producing  clean  milk  has  been  the  acute  shortage  of  straining  material, 
together  with  the  question  of  lighting,  and  providing  fuel  to  heat  water  for  the 
washing  of  dairy  utensils,  all  of  which  present  a real  problem.  Undoubtedly  the 
farmers  have  done  their  best  to  co-operate,  otherwise  the  proportion  of  dirty  milks 
would  have  been  considerably  higher.

WATER. 

The  danger  of  water  pollution  has  been  a constant  anxiety  during  the  year, 
and  our  efforts  at  preventing  this  have  not  been  unsuccessful.  The  States  Water 
Board  streams  have  been  a greater  source  of  danger  than  private  wells,  but  have 
also  been  easier  to  rectify.  With  one  exception  all  waters  have  been  tested  for 
bacteria.  Samples  taken  are  given  in  the  table.

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FOODS. 


Food  examinations  have  been  carried  out  at  retailers’  premises,  the  local  Jam 
Factory  and  at  the  Essential  Commodities  food  stores.  Approximately  three 
thousand  tins  of  French  jam  were  examined,  and  in  over  nine  hundred  some 
degree  of  “blowing”  was  found.  These  were  opened  and  re-boiled,  and  subsequent 
examination  proved  them  to  he  quite  fir  for  consumption.  Other  foods  examined 
are  given  in  the  following  table.

Our  staff  of  three  Sanitary  Assistants  has  continued  the  cleaning  and  dis- 
infecting of  houses.  Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  foreign  labourers  im- 
ported into  the  Island,  many  of  the  houses  left  unoccupied  at  the  time  of  the 
Evacuation  were  re-occupied  by  these  foreigners,  and  when  they  were  again  left 
vacant,  owing  to  the  movement  of  the  foreigners  to  other  accommodation,  they 
have  had  to  be  cleaned,  and,  m almost  every  case,  fumigated,  owing  to  their 
verminous  state.  Apparently  the  Continental  idea  of  cleanliness  differs  from  ours, 
and  I can  say  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  I have  never  seen  such  filth  as 
that  existing  in  the  houses  occupied  by  these  men.  I admit  that  in  the  majority 
of  cases  there  is  gross  overcrowding,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  provided  are 
quite  inadequate  for  the  number  of  men  allotted  to  each  house,  but,  at  the  same 
time,  this  is  not  an  excuse  for  the  condition  in  which  these  houses  are  left.  In 
eveiy  case  w.c.  s have  had  to  be  unchoked  and  drains  cleared.  The  Sanitary 
Assistants  have  had  some  very  unpleasant  duties  to  perform,  and  have  proved 
themselves  very  efficient  and  painstaking. 

The  majority  of  houses  have  unavoidably  suffered  from  neglect,  owing  to  the 
lack  of  materials  for  repairs  and  painting,  and  many  of  them  have  considerably 
deteriorated,  a proportion  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  unwarrantable  the  ex- 
penditure which  would  be  necessary  to  make  them  habitable  again  when  supplies 
of  material  are  once  more  procurable.  Moreover,  many  months  may  elapse  before 
work  can  he  started  on  those  which  are  in  a fit  state  to  justify  repair.  During  the 
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early  part  of  1943,  I propose,  therefore, 
houses  as  possible,  with  a view  to  making- 
date.
